This modern, enlightened age naturally breeds 
sophistication. 
Today’s standards can no more 
be compared to the standards of the Victorian 
age than night can be compared to day. Today, 
we must be sophisticated or we cannot hope to 
compete in the perpetual contest of life. 
The simplicity of yesterday still exists with 
those who are really wise. 
It is an attribute 
th at cannot easily be separated from the gen­ 
uine. 
Cynicism exists only with the would be 
sophisticated. 
Some think that because they 
know one or two things well, they know ev ery­ 
thing and consequently adopt a cynical attitude. 
The goal of ev ery indiv idual should be wise 
knowledge and not merely a v eneer of sophisti­ 
cation th at is so often mistaken for knowledge. 
If we are really wise, we will at once be sophisti­ 
cated.
